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1 . Management — Tlie General Council held two meetings during the 3 'ear 
under report viz. on 28th November 1936 and 20th April 1937. At the first 
meeting His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur and His Highness the Maharaja 
of Jaipur were unanimously re-elected President and Vice-President respectively 
of the Council for the coming year with effect from August 26th, 1937. 

The meeting also decided to widen the membership of the Council, by 
increasing the number of Ruling Princes outside Kajputana who are eligible for 
co-option under rule I (IV) from 4 to 6 and the representatives of the Old 
Boys’ Association from 3 to 4. 

At the same meeting in accordance with the constitution His Highness 
the Maharaj Rana of Dholpur, His Highness the Maharaja of Jaipur, His 
Highness the Maliarawat of Partabgarh, and His Highness the Maharawal of 
Dimgarpur were elected members of the Working Committee for the next 3 years 
with effect from 26th August 1937. 

The Principal was re-appointed Secretary of the Council and of the 
Working Committee for 4 years witli effect from August 26th 1937. 

The working Committee met twice, on .3^ Octoher 1936 and on 20th 
March 1937. At the latter meeting His Highness the Maharaj Rana of 
Dholpur was unauiniously re-elected Chairman of the Committee for the next 
tlu’eo years. 

On the recommendation of the Committee accepted by the General Council 
at their second meeting the membership of the Committee in future will consist 
of one more Ruling Prince of Rajputana and one more representative of the Old 
Boys’ Association making a total membership of 8 , hut the quorum necessary 
for meetings will remain at the former figure of 4. This new arrangement 
should make it easier to obtain a quorum for meetings and so obviate the 
inconvenience occasioned in recent years by the postponement or cancellation 
of meetings. 

In accordance with the above the Maharaua of Danta was elected a 
member of the Committee for the next 3 years with effect from Ausrust 26th

1937, and Raj Chandra Sen of Kunadt and Rao IBahadur Thakur Onkar 
Singh of Bagsnri were elected to the Committee as representatives of the 
Old Boj’s’ Association.

Renewal of Bikaner 
grant for Post 
Diploma classes. 


In view of the fact that b 3 ' afHIiation to the Agra University the College had 
attained the status of a Degree College, the Bikaner Durbar were good enough 
to renew their annual grant of Rs. 4,000/- to the College Post Diploma Section 
which had been discontinued from 1925 to 1936, and this grant will cover tbo 
additional e.Kpenditure required on the staff by the change in status of the Po.st 
Diploma section. 


3. Buildlngrs— The College Public Works Department is now respon- 
sible for the maintenance not onljr of the buildings in the College belonging to 
the College but also of those belonging to the States and to Government. 1 he 
last named, being part of the original Endowment Grant By the Government 
of India on the founding of the College, have been banded over to the College 
free of rent. 


Jalpnr Houe Gxten- In my previous report reference was made to the proposed extension to 

the Jaipur Boarding House. In the year under report a revised scheme for 
additions and alterations to be completed by instalments w’as approved bj^ His 
Highness and the work will be carried out bj' the State Public Works Department. 
The scheme provides for the construction of a new wing facing the west wing 
of the House and for remodelling the old jjortioii of the House to provide a 
dining ball, common study room, a dormitory for junior boys, changing 
rooms, and Motamid’s quarters. The new wing is to be taken in band first 
and it is hoped that it will be ready for occupation next term. It will ' afford 
a most welcome and badly needed relief to the present congestion in the 
House. 

Staft android Boys A.t the beginning of the school year a Staff and Old Boys’ Club, which, at 

the instance of the members of the Staff, was named the Stow Club, was 
started. Premises were provided by the adaptation and extension of the for- 
mer P. W. D. office and godown near the Main building. The accommodation 
in the Club comprises a sitting room, a card room, a billiards room, a changing 
room, an office, and a kitchen. The facilities for outdoor games include 2 
_ tennis courts, a bowling green, and a badminton court. The membership of 

•the club is open to all superior members of the College Staff andto'Old Boys 


, «■ 
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The latter win join cither as toniwrary or as life members. The institution o£ the 
<3Iub was made possible b}' a number of initial donations from Ruling Princes 
including : — llis Highness the Slalmrana of Odaijmr, His Highness the Jlaha- 
raja of Jodhpur, His Higliness tlic Maharao Raja of Bundi, llis Higli- 
ness the Nawab of Tonh, His Highness the IMabaraj Rana of Dholpur, 
Jlis Highness the Slaharawal of Dungarpur, and His Highness the JIaharawat 
•of Partabgarh. 

The Ruling Chief of Ivhairgarh E. S. A. an Old Boj’ of the College, 
generously presented a Billiards Table and K. Kamakshya Rarain Singh of 
llamgarh, another Old Boy. gave a Wireless Set. 

The })crmancnt membership of the club, which has made a most cncoumg* 
ing start, is at present 60 apart from Patrons.and Life members ; and the club 
forms a welcome bond of union and a common meeting place for all members 
■of the Staff and many Old Boj-s. 

The scheme for jiroviding houses in the College graunds for Indian 
members of the Staff, to which inference was made in my last rejxjrt, was 
approved by the General Council at their mreting of November 1 936 and 
•construction is in course of progress. Eight houses are being built and four of 
them arc expected to be rcadj' earl 3 ' next term. In addition to the advantages 
lK)th to the College and the Masters of a residential staff S 3 ’steni the scheme will 
be a pcrmaiicnt form of investment for the College from the rentals i)ayal)Ic. 

With the institution of the Staff Club the Staff Cojumon Room was 
I'cmovcd frotn the former P. W. D. office to the adjoining godown jmrt of which 
M'as extended and rebuilt for tlic*i3urposos. 

The Carpentry* and M<(tor Instruction reoms liitherto located in the P.M'.D. 
godown Averc slnftcd to the godown adjoining the Bikaner Pavilion wliicli Avas 
adapted for tbc purpose. 

4. Roads and Grounds — During tbc j'car the bitberto remaining untarred 
poitions of the main roads of tlic College incUiding those passing tbc Main 
building AA'Crc tarrctl. Additional grass AA'as planted round the ilain building 
and this together Avith the planting of shrubs and the lajdiig doAvn of gravel on 
the north front has apjireciablj.’ improved the apiicavnncc of tiie building. 

During the rains a coii'^idcrable amount of iicav hedge jilanting vas done 
but the greAvtb of hetlgcs has been handicapiKxl bj* the scantA' rainfall. 

Tbc ])lot of land reccntlA' acquired on the south side of the College bound* 
ai’v Avas fenced in, while the land outside the regular boundary immediatclj’ 
sanwnulinc: the old Temple being no longer AA’anted AA’as sold. 

During tbc Summer vacation a jiavilioji AA-as constructed on the new 
second XI Cricket ground Avbicli bad l)ccn made on the site of the former 
Riding ground and called the St, John gmmd after the first Princijwl of the 
College. This ground has lieen turfal. 

North of this t\yn new Foot-ball grounds AA-erc made, and the Collcsc has 
now 6 Cricket grounds, 3 of Avhich are grass, -J gi-ass Football grounds, a;jd 
•1 IIockcA* grounds.

During the year a number o£ House gardens were re-designed and relaid^ 
resulting in a general improvement. 

The Lady Willingdon Cup was won by Udaipur House, Jaipur 
House being second. 

5. Special Donations. — It -will be seen from the preceding paragraphs that 
the College has again been fortunate in gifts during the year. 

The College is also indebted for a number of other donations for special 
purjxises. His Highness the Slaharaja of Jodhpur continued his generosity to 
the College by presenting Rs. 4,000/- for an electric water installation for the 
College Polo ground. This gift will give the College a first-class grass ground 
which can he used throughout the year. 

His Highness also presented a Morris Car for instructional purposes 
in place of the Sunbeam car formerly presented by him and now worn out, 

His Highness the Maliaraja of Jaipur made a donation of Es. 1,000/- 
towards the eqiupment of the new Temple. This gift has enabled the hall 
of the Temple to he provided with screens in the arches to keep oat wind 
and rain and with suitable dnrries. 

The Maharana of Danta made a donation for the College Section Library 
which has provided the Library with a number of badly wanted books of 
reference. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Panna, as a leaving gift in the name of his 
two sons who left the Collesein 1936. made a donation for converting the 
somewhat unsightly stand on the 1st XI Hockey ground into a suitable 
])avilioii. 

In addition to the above the Bundi, Bikaner, Alwar, and Tonk Durbars 
were good enoi^b to make special donations for further improving the 
Boarding Houses. 

Tlie warm thanks of the College are due to the above for their generosity. 

6 Staff— College Section.— The College section Staff now comprises 
.*> n hole-time lecturers in addition to the Principal, which is the minimiin' 
necessary in view of the affiliation of the College Section classes totlie 
Rajpntana Intermediate Board and to the Agra University. The work of tke 

regular staff received a valuable supplement from the assistance volunteered 

by Mr. Waddington.

School Section.-In October Eai Sahib Pt.Sbyam Sunder Sharma, Senior 

ndian Assistant, rrtired after a long and honourable connection with the College,’ 
^ Mr. A. Wahid, Second Indian Assistant, was selected bj the Working 
Committee to succeed him as Senior Assistant. The vacancy on the permanent 
staff occasioned by the retirement of R, S. Pt. Shyam Sunder Sharma was 
su isequently filled by the confirmation in a junior grade of kir. A. Sharman m.a., 

in 11 P n temporary Assistant Master. In view of the increase 

me U)l ogo Roll and the need to form additional classes the Indian staff waS 
tern, wanly mcrea^d by tavo additional Masters. 
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lilessrs. Bbatia and Kapur, wlio bad been on deputation for training 
during tbe previous year, returned to tbe College from Lahore and England 
respectively having passed their examinations with credit. On their return 
the policy of sending iuuior members of the staff for training was continued by 
the deputation of Sir. Dan Slal to the Training College at Lahore. 

Thakur Shivnath Singh of Kanota, an Old Boy of fhe College succeeded 
Thakur Sawai Singh as Motaihid of the Jaipur House in November. 

During the year !Mr. C. W. Waddington, M.V.O., returned to the 

College as Guardian to the ^laharai Kumars of Jodhpur and Major 6. S. 
Jarman joined the College as Guardian to K. K. Hardayal Singh of Sikar. 

The number of English Guardians is at present 5 and it is again my 
]ileasant duty to express my thanks to them for the assistance they have been 
good enough to give in the various activities of the College. 

7. The College Roll.— During the year the College roll rose from 152 
to 159. Admissions numbered 36 of whom 25 came from/Rajputana and 11 
outside Rajputana. Of the former 1 1 came from Jaipur state, and 4 from 
Jodhpur state, the rest being contributed bj' Bharatpur, Alwar, Kotah, Bikaner 
and Danta States and Ajmer-Merwara. The admissions from outside Rajputana 
comprised boys from the Punjab, Central India, The Eastern States Agency, 
The Western India States Agency, and Bengal. 

A distribution list of the College Roll as it stands at present will be 
found hi Appendix E. 

8 General Training-. — The practice of Holiday tours started in the previous 
year for students of the College section was continued by a successful tour during 
the Christmas holidays to Northern India. It was hoped to extend the 
practice to boys in the School section by arranging tours during the Summer 
vacation; but the response, largely owing to the season of the year, was not 
.sufficient to justify any tour being undertaken. I mucli hope to be able to 
arrange tours of boys of tbe School section in tbe next cold weather, whicli 
is a more suitable season. 

An interestino- extension of the activities of the College section was 
the starting of Social service to the poor and a number of students paid visits 
to villages in the neighbourhood of Ajmer to assist the villagers in any 
waj they could. 

In the College Section Debates were included a.s a regular feature of 
the class time-table, while in the School section they uere hold outside the 
school periods. 

In the School section the reading habit, I am glad to say, has continued 
to grow and over 2,000 books were taken out of the School library during 
tlie vear apart from books taken from Class libraries. 

Living as they do in a number of small scattered Boarding Houses, 
largely composed of boys from the same State, boys in the School section 
of the College tend to be split up into small self-centred local groups with 
little opjiortunity of meeting together ajiart from school and games. For 
this reason a few years ago I started Social Intercourse periods on Sundays

aiicl Holidays at which boys could meet together irrespective of their Houses 
and for this as Avell as for other i-easons livening entertainments, Tlie idea has 
been carried further in the yeav under rejrort by the encouragement of Inter- 
House hospitality, boys of one House with the ai)proval of their House Master 
being allowed to ask boys from other Houses to dinner or to tea and to ])lay 
games en Sundays and Holida3’s. 

Carecrs^AdvJsory fyjjp problem of finding suitable careers for such Mayo College boys 

as have to make their own vray in the world or have no suitable appointment 
W'aiting for them in their homes is increasing in importuice with new 
conditions in India, and arrancements have therefore been made to start a 
Careers Advisor^’ Bureau which will a'^sist hoya to cboo.sc a career. 

9. Class Instruction. — Collee'e Section. — In the Collcs>e Section im- 
provemeuta were made in the .Thalawar House by c.vtcnding the library and b}' 
equipping the lecture rooms according to subjects taught, also by providing all 
lecture rooms and tutorial rooms with wii'e-'rsmze doors. 

School Section. — In the School section the class rooms were re- 
decorated with suitable pictures obtained from England and the facilitie.-i 
for instruction in Geography were increased by a s]»ecial libraiy in the 
Geography room and by extending the Oiicn Air Maj) of India. The junior 
classes now contain a large number of j’ouiig b03's some of whom arc almost at 
the kindergarten stage. I welcotne bo3's joining at a 3’oung age because 
experience has convinced me that the younger a bo3’ joins the better he does. 
But these bo3's rcciuirc special methods of instruction, and I am inclined 
to think that it will be advisable to n])])uint a trained Ijnd3' teacher for the 
junior classes. 

School Period. Tlie number of dail3' class periods for senior classes remains at 7 

periods of 40 minutes each, but in the junior classes in the interests of bo3's 
health aud to avoid over-strain tbe3' have been cmlailcd. Junior bo3’S are 
required to rest for certain ])criods during the afternoon and most of the 
junior bo3’S do not have afternoon school at all. 

Examinations. 2 Candidates appeared in April for the Intermediate Examination of tlio 

Rajputana Board, 8 for the Higher Diploma Examination, and io for 
the Diploma Examination. Of the 8 candidates in the Higher Diploma, 4 passed 
in second class and 1 in third class while of the 1 5 candidtites in the Diploma, 
14 came out successful. Of the 14 successful candidates S passed in the second 
division and 6 in the third division while 10 candidates secured distinction.^ in 
Hindi, Science, Administration and Persian. The result of tlie Intermediate 
Examination has not 3'et been received. 

10. Physical Training: and Games.— The College Squadron has had a 
satisfactory yeav under the leadership of jMaharaj Kumar Pramod Singh of 
Rajpipla, who has done very good work, and hi-^ deixirtnre ■will leave a gap that 
will not be easy to fill. 

It is a great pity there are no ridens from the Bikaner, Kotali, and Tonk 
Houses. 

During the Monsoon term when Col. Howsou was on leave general 
arrangements were under the control of Major Hanna3’' and the sincere thanks 
of the College are due to him and also to Captain Beatty and Major Jarinan 
for their most ready assistance throughout the year. 

Col. Howson has been in charge since his return from leave in October.

There are now lo boys idaying regularly in station Polo and G others 
who jn-actise witli great cntlinsiasm on the College greund on Sundays and 
Holidays. Among these are several who show re.nl promise. 

For the first time it has been possible to raise teams from the House 
Divisions to compete for tlie Dhonkal Cnp. The re.s«It of the matches was —

An innovation during the ye.nv was the institution of a triangular con- 
test .nt all games between the Staff, the College section, and the School section. 
The Staff won both their matches at Cricket and Tennis, the College section 
were sirailai'ly siicce.ssful at Sf|nash, the Scliool .section had an ea.sy victory in the 
Sports, and a close win in the .Swimming, while the Football resulted in 
honours easy. 

The College Cricket XI again won the Colvin .Shield for the third year 
in succession defeating tlic Tonk XI in the fin.nl after a close game. In tlie 
Inter-Provincial Championship for the l.aiiji Trophy the College was well

was persistent. 

The Annual Inter- House Athletic Sports held in ^lavcli produced 
a crop of records. Kanwar Ilari .Sen of Pis.wgan beat tlie in-eviou-s 
record for tbe Long ,Jum]i with a jump of 20 ft. 71 inclic*, .and that of the 100 
yards by returning a time of 10 seconds, and equalled tbe 120 yards Hurdles 
record of loj seconds and his own record of the ])rcvioua year of o ft. 
6 inches for the High Jump, wliile Tliakur Manohar Singh of Dbanili 
(Jodhpur) beat tbe Half jMile record with a time of 2 ints. 15 seconds. 

11. Important events.— The Annaal Prize- Giving and Old Boys’ 
Gathering, a full account of wbicli appeared in tbe December issue of the iI.ayo 
College Magazine, took place on Novemlier 28th, 193G. Tlie President of the 
General Council of the College, Ilis Highness the Maharaja of Jodlipur, pre- 
sided at the Prize- Giving which w.as .attended by 4 other Ruling Friiiccs and 
there was a satisfactory attendance of other Old Boys.

75%. The system of promotion on probation is, as a rule, unsatisfactory. It 
should he possible, after full consideration of the pupil’s work throughout the 
year, to come to a dcfinte conclusion as to liis fitness for a higher class.

The figure should be nearly 2,000 by the end of this school year, (Tire 
above figures do not include books issued from the various class libraries). B 
is gratifying to note tliat more books are being taken out. The boys, however, 
in the diploma class seem to read practically ’ nothing excepting their text- 
books. The librarian has introduced a form of notebook in which boys arc 
supposed to write short analyses of the books they have read. This is au 
excellent idea but should be carried to its logical conclusion, i,e. these criticisms 
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should be seen not only by the librarian but also by the masters teaching 
English and Vernacular. Attention is being jiaid to gettijig a good supjdy of 
books in Vernacular. These as well as those on various kinds of sports seem 
to be particularly popular, Jlore childi'cn’s books are also being added. 
There is a considerable number of books in the library which are never taken 
out by nnyhody. One hesitates, however, to suggest that they should be 
eliminated, as many of them are standard wotks. 


A good stnit has been made with the Masters’ library but no issue 
register is maintained. We were glad to learn that the Librarian had under- 
gone a course of training. 

w O 


There are 25 members on the staff excluding the stoff of the college 
department but including 5 honorary members. The increase in enrolment 
has necessitated the addition of two extra masters. Three members of the 
staff have been trained and one is undergoing training. Most of those who 
have not been trained have, how'cver, good academical qnalilicntions and e.x- 
perieuce. 

The school consists of eight classes, the lowest three being each divided 
into two sections, w’hich form for all practical purposes, separate classes. The 
bif urcation has been made so that these classes will not be too large and also 
to provide for the weaker boj's. The 13 section is the lower of the two. A 
boy entering the school in the lowest class should ordinarily complete the 
course in eigiit or nine years. The work in the upper classes is in accordance 
with the requirements for the Dii)loma Examination. The subjects for which 
the boys aio prepared for this examination are: — 

English, which includes xa jiaper in General Knowledge, Arithmetic, 
History, Geography, Science or a Classical Language, 
Advanced ilatiiematics or Law Administration and a 
Vernacular. 


Drawing is included in the scheme of studies up to class V, while one 
period a week is provided in the time table for classes up to class III for

We consider that very useful work is being done in these periods, but 
■we feel that the value of the training would be enhanced if more guidance and 
Incidental instruction could be given. The boys in the carpentry class should, 
for instance, know the names of the tools and the wood they use.

Organisation. 
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Much has been done to carry out the suggestions made at the inspection 
two Years ago, especially useful being the Progress Report hooks and Merting. 
of the staff The periods have also been changed as suggested from six at 
43 minutes' to seven at 40 minutes. It will he a good thing if mastersk 
oharcre of suhiects could an-ange to exchange class with other masters taking 
the suhiects throughout the school. They would thus he better able to 
co-ordinate what is being done in the various classes. As regards the ac ml 
teachino', it was on the whole of a very fair standard hut we notice in some 
classes'^ tendency to lecture rather than to teach, and throughout thescbool 
too little use is being made of the blackboard. The duller boys s lou a vn. 
be placed in front. 

An adequate Preparation Scheme has been drawn up, the nia. ' 
time allotted being 2 hours in the higher classes and hours in the lower. 

There is some improvement in the coaching of English but the new 
syllabus requires still further amplification and the way in which this can pio- 

fitably be done has been discussed with the various masters teaching the su 

The Principal, by means of the progress report books, wall he able to see tia 
the work is being properly carried out. “V^at is particularly wanted is regu ar 
drill in such iiiattei’s as common errors, conditional sentences and the like a i 
some classes we were inclined to think that too much time has to be spent o ^ 
lioys who were not really fit for the class they were in. In the upper c 
a phi-ase hook, wTitten by one of the staff, was being used but this should be ro 
with the gi'eatest care. Where there is so much ground to cover, it is doii u 
whether the time spent on going straight through this hook is worth while- 
this stage what the pupils meet within their text l»oks should be suflicien^ 
We are not sure that it is necessary, especially in the higher classes, to sp® 

60 much time in dictation. The value of this exercise is not primarily a 

of spelling but it is “a test of the pupil’s progress in bearing the spo 'e® 

language ”. Spelling is better dealt with by some form of drill, specia 
care being taken to group together similar and contrasted w'oras. u 
giving a dictation exercise it is advisable to let tbe boys study the difficn 
words beforehand so as to get a clear image of the words. We are glad to ree 
that script uniting has been introduced ; this should, in time, bring about a 
distinct improvement in neatness and hand- writing. Meanwliile care s ou 
be taken to see that smaller boys are not using unsuitable nibs, as many ate 
at present. Siwken English is goodJnit in reading many boys read in a some 
what unnatural and stilted waj*. Special care should be taken to see ' 
emphasis is rightly placed. In the lower classes during conversation answeft* 
should be in complete sentences and boys should be encouraged to (juestion one 
another. Some good work has been done in the way of dramatization ; u'e 
should like to see this e.\tended to some of the upper classes. In the Dipl®'"®^ 
Class mote precis and unseen work would undoubtedly lead to a better 
comprehension of the written word. Composition in some classes was uca » 
some of the exercises inspected were rather feeble in ideas. We think that 
not sufficient is being done in preparation for such written exei’cises. Tb® 
drawing up of outlines by the co-operative efforts of the class should not be 
dropped too soon. Boys should make better preparation by searching in books to 
Ihj suggested by the tecichor, if necessary, for iiiform.ation on the subject on whic > 
. tliey have to Avrite. Many teachers have found the following books useful : 
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“ English Composition ’ by A. Turnbull (W. 11. Clianibcrs). 

“ Thought in English Prose ” by A. J. Cole (Heineman). 

AVork in Geography requires little comment ns the leaching was good 
throughout. The boj’s were interested in what they were doing and could 
answer intelligently most of the (piestions put to them, lilap work was 
adequate and as a rule confined to essentials but there w.is a tendency in some 
(ilasses to spend too much time on this. Sketch maps only arc wanted. The 
open-air map which has been .again improved is an excellent feature and was 
well understood by tlie boys using it. AVe would suggest that the Memorandum 
*< in the Teaching Geography (George Philip & Son) should be inirchased for 
teachers’ use as it covers the whole ground in the most up-to-date wa}' 

Instruction in Sanskrit was being carried out on somewhat old-fashioned 
lines but the boys had made, good progress. Jlore written composition work 
should be done and there should be regular drill in Grammar. The teachina: in 
Vernacular showed a distinct improvement. More interesting subjects, might 
in the higher classes, be chosen for essay work. 

Teaching in History was also on the right lines. In this subject constant 
revision is neccssarv ; it is also desirable for the boys to know the most impor- 
tant dates. As we have remarked in connection with the Dal}’ College, 
the English History course is far too long and there is nothing pedagogically 
unsound in beginning with Henry the VH or even later. As it .is, there is far 
too much ground to be covered in the time available. If a new syllabus is to 
be prepared, it may be well to indicate in it in some detail those aspects of 
English History Avhich will be subjects for examination. The possibility of 
giving more time for written exercises in History and Geography might be 
examined. Both subjects afford ample scope for narrative writing and logical 
reasoning. Their educational value is not fully utilised if these are neglected. 
Such exerci«e.s helj) to crystalli.se knowledge gained by oral instruction. It is 
also a help in training boys in Avritten expre.ssiou. The teachers of History 
and Geography will find the V. I. S. Filmsiide Projector useful. 

Nature Study used to be buight but it has now been left out of the 
scheme of AVorK. Science is taken as an optional subject, alternatiA'e to 
Sanskrit or Persian, for the Diploma Examination. This means that a boy 
may leaA'e the college without any knowledge of Science AA’hatsoeA'er, a subject 
Avhich is now reg.arded as an'integral part of the general eduentiou of buys. 
We suggest that the question of re-introducing Nature Study or rather a 
General Science course on broad humanistic lines should be considered. Such 
a course would also provide a foundation for the study of the specific sciences 
later. The boy’s had a fairly’ good grasp of the important points studied but 
their acquaintance with Science is too academic. We would like to see more 
sittention being given to the study of the appliaitions of scientific principles 
met with in every day life. The study of Chemistry' is confined to the second 
and fourth years of the course. AVe think it would be an advantage if the 
study of botli Physics and Chemistry could be taken up together in each year 
and the exercises in rae.asurements of lengths and .area etc., transferred to the 
Arithmetic lesson. The proposal to encour.age boys to purchase scientific 
constructional outfits is an excellent one, Grejiter facilities might be provided 
for boys who obtain these outfits and others who wish to make models and

General Knowledge is well done throughout. 

Provision is made for the teaching of Drawing up to Class V. "Wt* 
think the syllabus in this subject could witli Jidvantagc be revised. Tlie 
course as now prescribed is such as can be done in the first few months of the 
year. A detailed sylh-tbus carefully thought out on definite principles atid 
propeily graded for each class is desirable. The course shuidd as far as possible 
meet all tlu-ee aspects of the subject, the exprossioii of the ropre.scntational and 
fhe cultural. The teacher rightly uses the blackboard to show bow bis pupiU 
should proceed in a lesson on object dr-awing, but it is the process and not the 
t wliicli is to be imitated. In drawing from natiu'e models .should not 
e use ^ an the finished copy should l>e true in colour as far as jjossible 
we as in We would like to see an attempt at appreciation hein^ made 

by having the pupils attention drawn from time to time to fine pictiu'es and to 
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the beauties of 11011110 around them. If [losstble, the liest of the hoys might 
be introduced to outdoor work.

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Report by Lt.*Col. G. L. Betham. C.LE.. ID.C., Resident in tBeioar and 
Political BflcnU Southern Raiputnnn States, 


I was associated with iMr. F. K. Clai’k and Mr. VV. Gr. P. Wall in their 
inspection of Mayo College on February 25th, 26th, and 27th, 1937. Through- 
out the inspection our ways lay mostly apart for whereas their’s was an 
inspection of the teaching and organisation mine was of a less technical nature. 
J^Iy work was much facilitated hy my ]}ersonal knowledge of the members of 
die staff and of many of the boys dimng the last four years, and by statistical 
and other information given me bj' Mr. V. A. S. Stow, c.i.E,, m.a,, 
Principal. 


Before br&akfast on February 25th I went i*ound the grounds where I 
saw some of the boys occupied at nets, at tennis and running. I understand 
that this is varied with riding and foot drill which occupy most of the boys. 
Specially selected hoys are given coaching at games in the morning. - 

After breakfast I looked in at the library which is an attractive and 
nicely arranged room well eqmpped with reference books and educational as 
well as other literature. I theu went over Ajmer House and the New Wing 
of Jodhpur House which was in process of being built at the time of inspsetion 
in 1936 but has since been completed. It provides accommodation for 10 boys. 
I then visited Jaipur House where a progressive scheme of extension is about 
to be taken in hand beginning with a new wing for 1 0 boys in the immediate 
future. On my way back to lunch I saw the swimming hath. Thanks to a 
generous donation from His Highness the Maharaja of Rajpipla it has been 
possible to increase and, at the same time, improve the swimming bath. It is 
now delightful. The College has taken over some land, which was previously 
leased out in plots to faiunera, and it is now being used for a riding school and 
for new playing fields. The space previously used for the riding school has 
now been converted into a grass cricket ground and two football grounds. Two 
hookey fields and a grass cricket ground, with a stand, have been added, to the 
playing fields which existed this time last y^ear. Mayo College is now the 
jiroud possessor of no less than three grass cricket grounds. 

^ Since the time of oui' inspection in 1936, when I was associated with Sir 
treoige Anderson the Educational Commissioner, a new Temple has been 
completed and consecrated. It has cost Rs. 26,000/- and is both attractive and. 
imposing. Situated, as it is, near the main building of Mayo College it fulfills 
a much required want as the old temple, wdiich was outside the grounds, was in 
many ways unsuitable. Many Ruling Princes generously assisted ndth band- 
some donations towards the equipment and consecration of the Temple but I 
must make special mention of His Highness the Maharaja of Kishengarh, who 
apart from giving the images and contributing handsomely in other respects, 

^s ta en a close and personal interest in all arrangements connected with the 
Temple. ° 

for th? Maharana of Udaipur is kindly presenting ornaments 

o£ a Maharaja of Paaaa put up mouep for the conversion 

Of a stand, oa tho ffrst hockey ground, into a pavilim. 
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Aided by donations from Tlicir Highnesses the Maharana of Udaipur, 
^laharaja of Jodhpur, the Maharaj Bana of Dholpur, Maharawal of Dungarpur, 
Maharawat of Partabgarh and the Nawab of Tonic and subscriptions from 
members of the Staff and Old Boys of Mayo College, an exis ting building has 
been converted into a Club for members of the Staff and for Old Boys. The 
membership is now neaidy 70. Under -graduates in the College Section and 
School Monitors may be admitted on invitation. The Club has two tennis 
courts, a bowling green, a badminton court, a reading room, a card room, a 
kitchen and a changing room. It also has a billiard room, with a table kindly 
presented by the Ruling Chief of Khairagarh of the Eastern States Agency 
who recently left the College. Tliis Club, which at the instance of the Staff 
is named after Mr. Stow the pojmlar Principal of the College, form s an 
excellent meeting ground for members of Staff as well as for the many Old 
Boys who are constantly visiting Ajmer. 

On February 26th Lady Ogilvie and iSIajor Hay inspected the gardens of 
the various houses of Slayo College. Ail were first class but flie prize went to 
Udaipur House whose garden was a blaze of glorious colour. The roads, hedges, 
trees and lawns of the grounds are magnificently maintained. I have noticed 
that a considerably increased area of the roads has been tarred. This not only 
adds to the tidy appearance of the grounds but helps to keep down dust whioJi 
luaUes'the place more health 3 >’. 

The injidequacy of the ^lunicipal water supply to the College is, I regret 
to say, as it was. Admittedly this year there has been general shortage of water 
over many iiarts of Rnjputana and Ajmer is no e.vception. Nevertheless it is 
hoixsd that the Municipal Authorities will take up the question early. The 
College is doing what it can to keep the playing fields, and grounds generally 
green and have installed three electric pumps for one of which His Highness the 
Maharaja of Jodhpur has recently given a gift which will provide the College 
Avith a grass Polo ground ; but nevertheless the supply remains iiiadecjuate. 

On the third day of our inspection, namely February 27th, yet another 
generous gift appeared from His Highness of Jodhpur in the shape of a Morris 
motor car. On this the boys Avill be taught motor mechanism and driving. 

I met and talked to, I should say, some seventy or eighty boys whom I 
met in the playing fields and various boarding houses. Their manners and 
api>earance were excellent and they have the ease of manner and snvnir fa ire 
essential to a gentleman. INLanj* will never have to earn their living but will 
have to manage their States and Estates. For such Mayo College gives 
facilities foi* administrative training in co-operation with the local civil 
authorities. For the others who will have to earn their living an employment 
information bureau has been started and it is tlie endeavour of tbe autborities, 
through it, to interest boys early in life in various professions and then to give 
them siJecialised tuition fitting them for those professions. Only a very few 
apiiear to have any desire to go into the Indian Civil Service. I was not able 
to find that any boy wanted to become a doctor, veterinary surge on, engineer or 
laAvyer. Several appeared to me to want to join the Army and I cannot think 
of better material than the Mayo College boy for the Army, Indian Navy or 
Air Force. A feAV seemed to fancy the Railway but the majority are aiming 
for civil, military or police service in their myn States. 
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During the year under report the College, t’cction has been afKlinted with 
-the Agi’a University. Mayo College is tlierefore the only Princes College at 
present from which a degree can be obtained. This is likely to attract sons of 
Ruling Princes and Nobles from outside Rajputana. 


In conclusion I would like to pay the same tribute as I paid last year to 
Mr. Stow and his staff for the magnificent condition of Mayo College and all 
that lie and they are doing for it.
